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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 1-1'5 9 17-21 and 24-26, drawn to a composition comprising a RAR 
antagonist and a carrier and methods comprising administering a RAR 
composition, classified in class 424, subclass 422. 

II. Claim 16, drawn to a method for producing a chondrocyte, classified in class 424, 
subclass l30.1. 

III. Claim 22 and 27, drawn to a prosthetic device and method comprising coating 
regions of an implantable prosthesis with a RAR antagonist composition, 
classified in class 424, subclass 422. 

IV. Claim 23, drawn to a method comprising implanting chondrogenic cells, 
classified in class 424, subclass 184.1. 

V. Claims 28-29, drawn to methods comprising inhibiting RAR activity and 
transcriptional activation, classified in class 424, subclass 143.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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1 . Inventions II and I are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different feffects, as Invention I is directed to treatment of a degenerative joint 
disease in vivo and Invention II reads on producing a chondrocyte in vitro. 

2. Inventions III and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the RAR antagonist composition can be used directly on the 
damaged site, rather than being coated on the implantable prosthesis. 

3. Inventions IV and'l are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case cartilage can be produced by implanting directly into the 
damaged site a RAR antagonist composition, rather than implanting cells, which have been 
cultured in the presence of a RAR antagonist. 

4. Inventions V and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
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§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case chondroblast differentiation can be obtained using other 
chondrogenic factors. 

5. Inventions III and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different effects, as Invention III is directed to a prosthetic device, which is used 
in vivo and Invention II reads on producing a chondrocyte in vitro. 

6. Inventions IV and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different effects, as Invention IV is directed to a method of producing cartilage 
in vivo and Invention II reads on producing a chondrocyte in vitro. 

7. Inventions V and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different functions and effects, as Invention V is directed to methods for 
stimulating chondroblast differentiation in vivo and Invention II reads on producing a 
chondrocyte in vitro. 

8. Inventions IV and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different piodes of operation, as implanted cells, which have been cultured in the 
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presence of a RAR antagonist have modes of operation, which are different from those of 
implants partially coated with a RAR antagonist composition. 

9. Inventions V and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different modes of operation and different effects, as the implants of invention 
III promote the formation of new cartilage tissue, and the compositions of Invention V stimulate 
chondroblast differentiation. 

10. Inventions V and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different modes of operation and different effects, as the chondrogenic cells of 
invention IV promote the formation of new cartilage tissue, and the compositions of Invention V 
stimulate chondroblast differentiation. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
